of election and inauguration day. 
If the amendment passes the lieu- 


tenant governor-elect would be-' 


come governor, In the event of his 
death the order of succession 
would be: secretary of state, at- 
torney-general, treasurer, auditor- 
elect. 


No. 2 would amend the state 
constitution to increase the number 
of signatures required on an initia- 
tive or referendum. 

No. 3 would reduce the age. of 
eligibility for old age assistance 
from 65 to 63 years, would raise 
payments from a minimum of $40 
to $75 a month for all recipients, 
or $85 if blind; and would remove 
all liability of sons and daughters 
to help their needy parents. 

No. 4 provides for a commission 
to conduct every month a lottery 
drawing to raise funds which, after 
expenses, would be divided as 
follows: 50% to .winners; 35% for 
assistance to needy aged; 7%% for
